They’re vigilant, and you’ll lose your driving 
privileges quickly if you don’t believe it. 
Be alert today. And tomorrow. And the 
next day. 


With the enactment of the point system , 
the Commonwealth took a first step in apply* 
ing educational techniques to help the driver 
who failed. 


For the first time a statewide network 
of local driver improvement schools is being 
established. The schools will have a single 
objective; to improve the attitude and know­ 
ledge of erring motorists. 
The Pennsylania point system is different 
from any other previously enacted system in 
the country in as much as it combines educa­ 
tion and points as a means of transforming 
poor drivers to good drivers. 
New as it may seem 
to educate 
drivers under a point system , the con­ 
cept can hardly be considered any newer 
than educating the child, helping the 
athlete, or teaching a youngster to swim 
through proper instruction. 
The virtues of education are not new. 
Applying educational concepts to driver im­ 
provement linked with a Point System on a 
statewide basis is revolutionary. 
In a bold move the Pennsylvania legisla­ 
ture utilized our society’s strongest weapon 
—education.—to combat our society’s most 
tragic problem—highway deaths. 


The Sooner the Better

Wise labor leaders have taken note of 
this shift and have been adjusting their union 
goals to meet the changed wants of the 
m embers.

In short, Jimmy Hoffa hasn’t adjusted his 
goals of 30 years ago. Instead of putting his 
power behind the real aims of his people, 
he still persists in that old refrain of wanting 
not specifics, but just “ More!”

Hanoi Cool Toward 


Peking’s Promises

asm for the noisy “ support Viet 
N am ” rallies staged throughout 
Red China over the weekend

Shao-chi told a rally in Peking 
Friday that the Geneva agree­ 
m ents meant nothing to China 
anymore.

va accords. 
The protest quoted by Hanoi's 
Viet Nam

1954 Geneva agreements of Viet 
N am .”

“ To lay one-sided stress on 
the stopping of bombing is pre­ 
cisely to cater to the needs of 
U.S. imperialist policy of black­ 
m ail” to bring Hanoi to the con­ 
ference table.

The North Vietnam ese arm y 
paper, Quan Doin Nhan Dan, 
took a different view'. 
“The cessation of the bombing

can be no bargain or concession 
at all on this question.” 
A Japanese correspondent in 
Peking said the view there was 
that North Viet Nam ’s presi­ 
dent, Ho Chi Minh, was the 
greatest obstacle to 
military 
intervention by Peking.

From San Miguel, 30 miles 
south of Point Conception, the 
offshore archipelago is sprin­ 
kled 150 miles southward to San 
Clemente Island, 70 miles west 
of La Jolla Pounded by the Pa­ 
cific Ocean’s tidies, raked by its 
winds, often veiled in its fogs, 
the islands sen e as a sort of 
barrier reef, bearing the brunt 
of the elements and rendering 
the Pacific truly Pacific on 
mainland shores. 
• • * 
Of all. the islands,, it is San, 
Miguel that most haunts the 
imagination of shore-dwellers. 
To some, the lonely beaches 


and low, windswept hills of wav­ 
ing grass and drifting sand 
mean serenity and escape. 
But to others. San Miguel is 
not simply uninhabited, it is 
deserted — a 
bleak, barren 
place of strife and death. 
Once the home of Cana lino 
indians, San Miguel entered his­ 
tory when California did, with 
the voyage of the Portuguese 
explorer Juan Rodrigues Cabril- 
lo, first to sight California's 
shores. 
Cabrillo spotted the island, 
stopped on it and fell and broke 
his arm on it — in October 1542. 
Some historians believe he died 
on it —on Jan 3, 1543 — of blood 
poisoning from the fracture, and 
was buried on it. A monument 


to Cabrilla was erected in 1,801 
on Dead Man's Point, overlook 
ing Cuyler harbor. 
In the mid-lSOOs, sheep-ranch­ 
ing was begun on. the island, 
and in 1898' an early resident 
built a rambling ranchhouse out 
of timbers salvaged from the 
wreck 
of 
the 
four-masted 
schooner J. F. West. 
The triangular house, built 
with its prow cutting into the 
wind and enclosing a quiet, open 
courtyard on its leeward side, 
became home in 1928 to an ex­ 
patriate New Yorker, Herbert 
Lester, and his bride. 
Wealthy heir to a seat, on the 
New York Stock Exchange and 
a member of the Social Regis­ 
ter. Lester fled the pressures of 


20th century life to tend sheep 
for an absentee landlord. 
Lester, styling himself “King 
of San Miguel,” lived a seem­ 
ingly happy life on the island for 
14 years, begetting two daugh­ 
ters and shunning all but the 
most necessary contact with the 
mainland. 
But in 1942 he 'took his own 
life. He was buried on Devil's 
Knoll. His widow and daughters, 
then 9 and 11, left the island, 
never to return, and no one has 
lived on it since. The ranch- 
house is a ruin, the barn leans 
away from the wind and an old 
Modie 1 A car rusts beside it. 
During the Korean War, San 
Miguel 
became 
a 
bombing 
range, and the man who had 


employed 
Latter 
commented, 
bitterly, “It * a hideous place. 1 
wish the Navy had blasted it out 
of the sea.” 
Last year, two I-os Angeles 
real estate salea men tried to 
establish squatters’ rights to the 
empy isle, saying they planned 
to farm its grassy wastes. But 
the claim was legally under­ 
nourished and soon died. 
Today, the main occupants of 
San Miguel, are again its birds, 
sea elephants and sea lions, who 
take their noisy pleasure and 
breed by the thousands in rook­ 
eries on the north and west 
coasts. 
Of man there is little trace 
today, and perhaps the chief 
reminder of his tenture is in the 


island’s spreading sand dunes. 
Much of the island's ground 
cover has disappeared, nibbled 
off at the roots by a century of 
sheep-grazing, 
As a result, some geol.ogi.sts 
fear, the island is now on the 
path to slow suicide. Wben the 
wind blows, as it does every 
day, the sand drifts — over 
what's left of San Migel's veg­ 
etation and over its sea cliffs. 
A recent visitor, as his boat 
drew near, thought, he saw wat­ 
erfalls leaping from the hill­ 
sides. When he drew closer, he 
saw that it was sand cascading 
steadily 
over the sea dills, 
wind-driven, sloughing the is­ 
land's very substance to the bot­ 
tom of the sea.

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Marines Hit Hard by Communists

U.S. officials are unable to 
say with any certainty how well;

PASADENA, CaUf. (AP) — 
Surveyor 1 bounced two to three 
inches when it touched down on 
the moon at a speed of seven 
miles an hour June I, a study of 
information radioed by the U.S. 
spacecraft showed Sunday. 
Signals generated by strain 
gauges on the 620-pound vehi­ 
cle's three shock-absorber legs 
indicate all landed virtually at 
the same time on a horizontal 
surface and that the circular 
footpads rebounded clear of the 
surface before setting down. 
The pressure after the craft 
came to rest was half a pound 
per square inch — about the 
same that a space-suited astro­ 
naut would exert on the lunar 
surface. 


Photographs televised by Sur­ 
veyor show the two footpads 
visible to its camera dug into 
the soil about an inch, exerting 
a pressure of about eight pounds 
per square inch at impact. 
The distance the eight-inch-
